Round Table, after 66 starts and 43 wins (31 in 
stakes), enters the stud at Claiborne Farm for 
1960. His career has been a fabulous one in 
regard to his speed, his weight-carrying ability, 
his extraordinary disposition, and soundness 
though he was raced hard for four years. 


“He’s as sound and willing a horse that ever has 
lived,” said his trainer Bill Molter, ‘“He’s been as 
perfect a specimen as you could find — any place 
or any time. If you could design a horse like that 
for yourself — you couldn’t.” 


In 43 winning races, Round Table set or equaled 
15 track records from one mile to 1°, miles, five 
times he broke previous marks by a second or 
more. No horse has ever broken as many track 
records. 


Round Table won under weights up to 136 
pounds. In 14 starts at 5 this year, 12 were 
under handicap conditions and he carried 130 
or more in all of them including 132 lbs. seven 
times (winning five) and 136 once, winning that 
one, too. He ran in 25 races carrying 130 pounds 
or more, and won 17 of them. 


Round Table was a major stakes winner for four 
consecutive years, was champion grass horse in 
1957 and 1958, Horse-of-the-Year in 1958. He 
made a total of 66 starts, of which he won 43, was 
second eight times, third five, and was unplaced 
10 times. He retired with earnings of $1,749,869, 
a new world money winning record.

: 


Si, Signore, Veramente 


There is a strip of ground on the lawn 
where we have been weeding and sowing 
bluegrass seed for years and where a fine 
new crop of plantain comes up every 
spring. We go back to fertilizing and weed- 
ing and sowing bluegrass, but sometimes 
we just sit around and feel sad about it. 


In something of the same manner we 
were saddened last week upon finding that 
our cultivation in another field had been 
wasted. In going through that beautiful 
Italian magazine Derby, we found a col- 
umn by Sir Cosmo and a paragraph which 
translated: 


Statistics are an incurable affliction. The Blood- 
Horse continues its excellent studies pn the propor- 
tions of success of stallions and offspring. It is 
a monstrous work, which does honor to him who 
does it, but, does he ask himself, is it really use- 
ful? I read in a table that stallions with racing 
indexes of 20 and upward have a 78 per cent 
chance of siring offspring whose group racing 
index will be above 1, while stallions with racing 
indexes of less than 1 have only an 8 per cent 
chance of doing as well as that; which is equiva- 
lent to saying that Ribot as a stallion has better 
chances of siring high-level offspring than, say, 
the winner of the Premio Bovisa at San Siro. In 
this table we read that unraced stallions have a 
2 per cent chance of having a progeny index of 3; 
and inasmuch as this appears a paradox, the auther 
hastens to explain that the presence of this “2” is 
due to the fact that *Alibhai is an exceptional 
stallion. But, I ask myself, what value has a table 
itself if one must explain that a number which 
appears in conflict is an exception? And what is 
new in all this? Do we not know already, through 
ideas acquired since birth, that the best runner 
is the best stallion, except for the exceptions? 
Then why work months and years to set forth 
this idea in tabular form? 


E veramente utile? Is it really useful 
to set forth in tabulations what Sir Cosmo 
knew in the first place? Si. Signore, e ver- 
amente utile, because the table supplied 
useful information which could never 
have been provided by vague nozione 
accumulated through a lifetime. 

And what was new in all this? Quanti- 
tative measurement was new. And what is 
useful in quantitative measurement? It is 
the only sound basis for estimating prob- 
ability, and knowledge of probability is 
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the only sound basis for making predic- 
tions. 

The months and years of work involved 
in accumulating data and organizing it 
in presumably useful fashion will have 
been wasted only if all our readers are as 
unimpressed as our Italian friend who has 
learned nothing new. In that case we 
ought to be very sad indeed, since it takes 
even more time to replace notions with 
knowledge than to replace plantain with 
bluegrass. 

Sir Cosmo’s sharp needle stings for a 
moment when he accuses us of perverting 
the results by referring to *Alibhai as 
exceptional. In statistics there is no room 
for the word exception, and we would 
have done better to avoid the use of its 
derivative. Neither the tabulation nor the 
text, however, is discredited by the ex- 
planatory remark. The reader is entitled 
to know, if he does not already know it. 
that no other unraced stallion in the last 
2 centuries has attained such a degree of 
success as *Alibhai. In order to obtain 
the true probabilities in this one category 
it would be necessary to survey a much 
larger number of unraced stallions than 
are represented in any one year. We do 
not have enough months and years avail- 
able for such a task. 

We attempt to answer Sir Cosmo’s ques- 
tions because they are good ones. They 
probe the fundamental reasons for re- 
search of any kind, asking what is useful 
and what is new. Lack of immediate use- 
fulness does not provide sufficient grounds 
for condemning research, but that is an- 
other story. In the case under discussion. 
the results of the study constituted new 
knowledge of probability. That knowledge 
will be useful only to the extent it is used 
in making individual judgments. of course. 

As an example of the potential useful- 
ness of the study published in The Blood- 
Horse of July 25, a breeder may make 
his own estimate of the prospects of Ribot 
as a stallion, since the Italian champion 
has been mentioned. We will not attempt 
the estimate here, of course, except to 
remark that it is about 10 to 1 against 


his doing as well as he is expected to do— 
not because he is unlikely to do well, but 
because too much will be expected of 
him by the numerous breeders who pre- 
fer to ignore established probability. 


Expecting too much is a routine phe- 
nomenon in the case of champions. The 
reader can make his own list of examples 
of outstanding runners whose progeny 
were disappointing. In most of these cases 
the stallion would have been called suc- 
cessful if the first estimate of his chances 
had been controlled by probability—that 
is, if the first estimate had not been in- 
flated beyond the normal range of prob- 
ability. 

When he comes to Kentucky next year, 
Ribot will be in competition with Swaps. 
Nashua, Summer Tan, Round Table, Bold 
Ruler, *Gallant Man, Vertex, Swoon’s 
Son, Needles, Sailor, Helioscope, Mark- 
Ye-Well, Tim Tam, Dedicate, Native Dan- 
cer, Determine, Hasty Road, Royal Coin- 
age, and dozens of other horses whose 
merit has been established on the track 
or in the stud, to say nothing of the com- 
petition which will come from unexpected 
and unpredictable sources. It is unlikely 
that any of the younger horses will rival 
the records of Bull Lea and *Nasrullah. 
It is physically impossible for more than 
a few of these recent champions of the 
race course to attain stud records superior 
to those of. say, Citation and Stymie. 
They are all in the same league; they 
cannot all stand at the top of it. 

As Sir Cosmo has suggested, we do not 
need a tabulation to discover that Ribot’s 
chances of success are better than the 
chances of the Milkmaid Purse winner. We 
do need it to warn us of the areas where 
we are likely to expect too much. If Ribot 
does as well as Eight Thirty, let’s call 
him a success; in any case, let us rec- 
ognize, from such measurement as we 
have, the long odds against any untried 
stallion, whether champion or not, attain- 
ing a place among the top 1] per cent of 
sires—that is. of equaling the records of 
*Princequillo and Polynesian.

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ILLINOIS 
New Non-Profit Operation 


A new racing association. identified as 
the Greater Chicago Racing Foundation. 
last week asked the Illinois State Racing 
Commission to allot it 30 racing days for 
1960. The foundation requested a term 
from May 16 through June 18, the same 
as those asked by the Balmoral Jockey 
Club. 

The foundation was organized as a non- 
profit association. Its president is James 
T. Igoe. an official of the Mercantile Na- 
tional Bank. and its vice president is 
Daniel F. Rice, owner of Danada Farm 
and a stockholder in Washington and Ar- 
lington Parks. 

Asked by newsmen where the founda- 
tion hoped to hold its 1960 meeting, Rice 
said, “I see no problem there. We are 
racing on a non-profit, charity basis, and 
1 would not hesitate to seek to race at 
any of the tracks — Arlington, Washing- 
ton. or Hawthorne.” 

Rice said there was under consideration 
a plan whereby the foundation would 
construct a new plant near the downtown 
business district and fronting on Lake 
Michigan. 


NEW JERSEY 


Investigation 


Officers of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau and Garden State Park 
last week were confident of an _ early 
break in their investigation of the counter- 
feiting of $3.000 in phony  pari-mutuel 
tickets. 

The tickets were passed at the New 
Jersey track in the first 2 races Saturday. 
October 24. 

Most of the tickets passed were on 
Star O Lee, which paid $29 in the first 
race, and Admiral Hogan. which paid 
$6.20 in the second. All were of $10 de- 
nominations. 

John L. Madala. Garden State security 
officer, said that the tickets were “very 
good counterfeits.” and they had not been 
discovered until after the fifth race. He 
said the operation was similar to one at 
Hialeah Park 2 years ago. 

“In both cases. the counterfeiters were 
in possession of the special paper on 
which the tickets are printed.” he said. 
“We suspect that more of the tickets are 
in circulation, but one small flaw in the 
printing has been detected, and all mu- 
tuel department men are able to spot it 
easily. . . .” 
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He guessed that one person bought a 
ticket early Saturday, took it from the 
track to a nearby location where printing 
and etching facilities were available, then 
duplicated the dateline and code. 


NEW YORK 
New Off-Track Proposal 


Refusing to surrender on the off-track 
betting issue. Democratic legislative lead- 
ers last week said they would introduce 
a bill to allow a referendum on the ques- 
tion in the 5 boroughs of New York City. 

Senate Minority Leader Joseph Zaretski 
and Assembly Minority Leader Anthony 
J. Travia said they would file joint bills 
around December 1. hoping to get the 
question on New York City ballots in the 
November. 1960, election. 

The current proposal differs from the 
one defeated last year in that it would 
confine off-track betting to metropolitan 
New York. 

Senate Majority Leader Walter J. Ma- 
honey. who led the fight against last year’s 
proposal, said the limitation “does lessen 
to a certain extent the opposition.” He 
said he would have to study the consti- 
tutionality of a referendum applying solely 
to New York City before he could go on 
record for or against the bill. 

Assembly Speaker Joseph F. Carlino. 
a long-time critic of off-track betting, said 
the measure had “some chance of serious 
consideration.” 

In general, the measure follows closely 
the provisions of last year’s bill—a system 
of betting parlors. supervised by state 
and local authorities and subject to local 
option. Its purpose also is the same—the 
production of annual revenue estimated 
at about $100.000.000. 


Fixing’ Responsibility 


Old-time politician James A. Farley. 
since September 1 a member of New 
York’s reorganized State Harness Racing 
Commission, last week shook the trotting- 
horse sport with a proposal that the tracks 
shoulder the full responsibility for races 
won by stimulated horses. 

Farley said he would recommend to 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller that the racing 
law be amended to assess the tracks the 
total amount wagered on a “fixed” race. 
In addition, he would require the racing 
associations to refund all wagers on losing 
tickets. 

He held that present-day regulations by 
which owners, trainers, and drivers were 
responsible for the honesty of harness

racing were “markedly inadequate to pro- 
tect the public.” 

Farley told the New York Herald-Trib- 
une: “I find it even more reprehensible 
that the track and the state benefit indif- 
ferently whether a race is run honestly 
or not.” 

The suspension of a driver for certain 
offenses carried with it a presumption that 
the track also should be suspended, he 
said. adding. “This is by way of indica- 
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th¢o beat Irish Jay in the last strides of the one-mile Frizette Stakes at Aqueduct. 


tion, but not of limitation. I think that the 
safeguards should be much greater, but I 
am awaiting certain surveys before I make 
further recommendations. However, I can 
state absolutely that I am determined that 
the racing associations be held fully re- 
sponsible for the races run under their 
auspices.” 

Other members of the commission, Rob- 
ert A. Glasser and Spencer B. Eddy, were 
unavailable for comment. 


CANADA 
Suspended for "Strike" 


Stewards last week handed _ indefinite 
suspensions to 1] jockeys who had refused 
to ride in the last 3 races at Woodbine 
ou Monday. November 2, because they 
considered the wet racing strip unsafe. 

The riders: Al Caceres, Jim Cangemie, 
Charles Clark, Al Coy. Ron. Fairholm. 
Jim Fitzsimmons, George Gubbins, Don 
Hale. Len Pong, Cliff Potts, and Bob 
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Wright. Their cases were referred to the 
Ontario Racing Commission, which on 
November 7 suspended the riders 10 days 
each, beginning November 6. 

Refusal of the riders to honor their 
commitments made it necessary for the 
Woodbine management to cancel the last 
3 races on the day’s card. Admission 
fees were refunded to 4,923 persons. 

The stewards’ action was endorsed by 
the board of directors of the Jockey Club. 
Limited, which operates the track. 

Said John J. Mooney, general manager: 
“We epprove and support the actions of 
the stewards, even if it means that we 
must close down our track for the re- 
mainder of the season, if we are faced 
with another strike.” 

He said that Ted Johnson, field man- 
ager of the Jockeys Benefit Association. 
had warned him that suspensions might 
be followed by another refusal to ride. 

Mooney suggested that the only spill 
on Monday’s program was due to poor 
horsemanship rather than an unsafe race 
track. 


OHIO 
"| Just Got Caught" 


The Ohio State Racing Commission last 
week suspended the license of owner- 
trainer Luther Hicks and ruled him off the 
track for life. 

The Hamilton horseman was found 
guilty of the stimulation of Page Two. 
vinner of a race at Beulah Park on Sep- 
tember 23. Urinalysis disclosed traces of 
a drug of the nature of procaine. 

“This time [ just got caught.” he was 
quoted as telling the commissioners. 
“Other horsemen do the same thing.” 

He refused to reveal the names of other 
horsemen whom he believed to be using 
stimulants. 


New Commissioners 


Governor DiSalle last week named 2 
new members to the Ohio State Racing 
Commission, John Elder, a Cleveland 
Democrat, and James V. Sawyer, an 
Akron Republican. 

They join on the commission Garrett

Toledo. Each of the members is an at- 
torney. 


Hoffheimer probably will be named 
chairman. 

In reorganizing the commission, the 
governor provided for staggered terms.

Hoffheimer and 
Elder will serve until November 1961, 
White and Sawyer to November 1963, 
and Claypool to November 1965.

Business Down 


Detroit. A cutback in Thoroughbred 
racing dates offset an increase in the 
state pari-mutuel tax. and the Michigan 
treasury showed a slight decline in racing 
revenue for 1959. 

Preliminary figures from racing com- 
missioner James H. Inglis showed that 
Thoroughbred revenue was off $42,172 
although the state had boosted its cut 
from 6 to 614% per cent. 

Michigan, in financial difficulties most 
ot the year. reaped $5.404.674 from 117 
days of Thoroughbred racing. A year 
ago it had realized $5.446.846 on 119 days. 

Harness racing. benefitting from an 
increase of 12 nights over the season, 
enabled the state to come out ahead of 
1958. Three Detroit and one out-state 
Standardbred meetings $2,097,-

Travis M. Kerr announced early last 
week that Round Table’s race in the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup was his last. On 
Wednesday. November 4, the money-win- 
ning champion was flown to Lexington 
and sent by van from the airport to A. B. 
Hancock Jr.'s Claiborne Farm. Paris. Ky.., 
to begin stud service in 1960. 

Round Table, one of the soundest top- 
drawer campaigners in American rac- 
ing. retired with earnings of $1.749,744. 
from 43 victories and 13 placings in 66 
races. The right to breed to him for a 
5-year period has been sold to 15  sub- 
seribers who pledged $40,000 each, pay- 
able on demand (The Blood-Horse of 
October 3. page 761). 

Round Table, 5, by *Princequillo— 
*Knights Daughter. by Sir Cosmo, was 
bred by Claiborne Farm, for which he 
raced until early in his 3-year-old season, 
when he was sold. through Kerr's agent, 
Joe Hernandez. for a net of $145,000. 
Claiborne retained a 20 per cent interest 
against the day when the horse would 
be retired to stud. 

As a 2-year-old Round Table won 5 
of his 10 races. including the Lafayette 
Stakes and Breeders’ Futurity, earning 
$73.326. The next year he won the Bay 
Meadows Derby, the Blue Grass. Will 
Rogers, Westerner, and Malibu Sequet 
Stakes. the El Dorado. Cinema. Holly- 
wood Gold Cup. Hawthorne Gold Cup.

In 1958 Round Table took the San

The Illinois breeder said that shares in 
Admiral Vee would be offered other 
breeders in the state. 

Admiral Vee, foaled April 29, 1952, at 
Faraway Farm, Lexington, was sold by 
the estate of Samuel D. Riddle at the 
1953 Keeneland summer sales to E. G.

Macdougal's Triple 


SypNey. 6-year-old Macdougal 
won the Brisbane Cup in June, the Metro- 
politan Handicap at Randwick in October, 
and the Melbourne Cup in November, 
scoring a triple unique in Australian 
racing. Macdougal carried 123 pounds in 
the 2-mile Cup to earn first money of 
£10,500. The lesser shares of the prize 
money, £3.000 and £1,500, went to Nether 
Gold (Rolled Gold—Netherlee), under 
104 pounds, and White Hills (High Peak 


—Fiorenza), carrying 112. 


Twenty-eight runners lined up for the 
Melbourne Cup before a crowd of 80.000 
which made Mac (not Macdougal) the 
favorite and saw him finish well back in 
the field.
